Discussion of the regular army 
appropriation bill had been perfunc- 
tory in the Senate until a section 
authorizing advertising agencies to 
obtain recruits for the army was 
reached. Chairman Chamberlain 
said it was considered necessary to 
get men and instanced the fact that 
recruiting for the National Guard 
had not been successful. 

“Recruits have flocked to Nation- 
al Guard headquarters ever since 
the German Am or was sent 
home,” declared Senator Wads- 
worth, “but now I hear the War 
Department has sent out orders for- 
bidding the guard to accept re- 
cruits. 

FOR VOLUNTEERS. 

Senator Nelson, a veteran of the 
Civil War, declared himeelf in fa- 
vor of a call for volunteers. 

“I venture to say, he said, “that 
if the President calls for a volun- 
teer army of 500,000 men and says 
that it is going to Europe to fight, 
there would be no trouble at all, 
What the boys dread above all is 
to be stationed in camp with noth 
ing but drills and guard duty. What 
they want is to march and fight 


and to meet the enemy.” 

The Senator added, however, that 
he did not believe it necessary to 
send an army to Europe at present. 

Senator Stone urged an increase 
in the pay of privates to four or Ove 
times the present amount. 

“Tl don't think this is a business 
matter.” said Senator Vardaman. “It 
is matter of patriotism.” 

“We are about to vote $5,000,000,- 
000 to the President.” replied Sen- 
ator Stone. “Very well, I shall vote 
for it, but I wouldn't hesitate so far 
as I am concerned to compensate 
the men who go to the front-—not 
purchase them, not as a bounty, but 
that it might be the best paid army 
in the world.” 

Before the House committee Beo- 
retary Baker stood formally for the 
General Staff plan. 

“Would you prefer,” Representa- 
tive Anthony asked, “authority to 
raise a volunteer army within thirty 
days rather than to raise the 600,000 
under a selective draft that might 
take six months?”

Mr. Baker approved a suggestion 
that instead of authorizing two in- 
erements of selective draft forces, 
500,009 to an increment, the bill au- 
thorize the President to call as 
many such increments from time to 
time as he deemed necessary to 
proséeute the war. 

PROMOTIONS. 

Mr, Baker said the only provision 


of the administration which would 


militate against the continuance of 
National Guard units as such after 
they had been drafted in the Fed- 
eral service was that the way was 
to be opened for National Guard of- 
ficers to promotion to any part of 
the new army. This provision was in- 
serted in justice to the officers of the 
guard, and to provide an elastic 
and homogenous military structure. 

Mr. Baker explained also that the 
department had been unable to per- 
mit National Guard recruiting to 
proceed beyond the peace strength 
of the commands because of shortage 
of equipment which it could supply 
immediately. The department's re- 
serve stock was absorbed by the re- 
cent border mobilization. 

In the Senate the 1918 appropria- 
tion bill, designed to carry on the 
existing military establishment, 
made rapid progress. It has passed 
the House already, and came from 
the Senate committee carrying a to- 
tal of $278,000,000, which is in addi- 
tion to the $3,000,000,000 now asked 
for the army to meet the war emer- 
gency. 

The bill now contains one section, 
inserted by the Senate committee, 
which has a direct bearing on the 
war emergency. It does away with 
the grade of brigadier-general en- 
tirely, substitu a senior and ju- 
nior division of the grade of major- 
general instead. The grade of brig- 
edier corresponds to the abolished 
grade of commodore in the navy. 

The new section also proposes that 
the chief of staff be given the rank 
of general, senior to all other army 
officers while in that position. This 
again peralliela changes in navy 
practices where the chief of opera- 
tions has been made ranking admtral 
of the navy. Similarly, departmenta) 
commanders would become generala, 
and provision is made for the re- 
creation of the grade of lieutenant- 
general, which vanished from army 
lists with the retirement of Gen.

VARIED CHOPIN MOODS. 


CLEVER PIANISTE 
THEIR BEAUTIES. 


By Edwin Schaliert. 
In the end there is only one com- 
poser for the piano who can stand 
the acid test of a whole programme 
devoted to himself, and that one is 
Chopin. I hate to think what an 
evening of Bach or Beethoven, Soll- 
tatre, on the keyboard, would be 
like, and may we never have to en- 
a a whole recital of a ultra-mod- 


ern of the Debussy type, even 
though I believe this would be less 
insufferable than an entire piano 
programme by Bach. 

The recital by May MacDonald 
Hope last night at Blanchard Hall 
was given completely to the rule of 
Chopin. It was a really remarkable 
revelation of how broad a realm 
the Polish tone poet's scepter holds 
under its domination. From the 
tiny mazurka-like prelude to the big 
four-movement sonata there was 
spreading supremacy of variety and 
color, so that one had no feeling of 


satiety. 

Hope seems essentially 
qualified for the interpretation 
of Chopin. There is a 4ra- 
matic impulse in her playing that 
everyday sioveniliness that char- 
acterizes much of the treatment of 
the composer work. This impulse 
gave a real throb and thrill to the 
first and second movements of the 
(funeral march) 
sonata. 
more splendid rendition of this com- 
position, even by the most noted. 
Entirely charming was the series 
of emailer numbers which the 
planiste included — the elusively 
celestial Berceuse; the translucent 
Mazurka in A minor, and jewels of 
the preludes, especially the Nos, 21 
and 23. There was also the Scherzo 
in C sharp minor, played with brii- 
ust ae I love the

1 the Fantasie in 
minor, wherein the pianiste re- 
vealed that power which combined 
with easential feeling makes her 
work, decidediy different. 
The nocturne in G major, in the 
closing group, was illuminated by 
the more delicate elements of this 
feeling, in a beautiful manner. 
Widely different the big 
solonaise in F minor. 
The audience was rather disap- 
pointingly small, but from the point 
of artistic effect it is better some- 
times to play to a select few, than 
to a crowd. The appreciation of 
the interpreter’s work was demon- 
strated in a very marked manner. 
In answer to the audience's applause 
she gave for encores to various 
groups several of the etudes in- 
cluding the “Aeolian Harp” and. 
“Winter Wind.” 
As to Mrs. Hope's work, as a 
whole at this concert, there were 
mementary instances where in 
hearing her you would wish that 
she avoid the tendency to cover up 
the melodic meaning under too great 
a show of power, but in return she 
gives you many essential phrases 
which are lost in the conventional 
renditions. Above all, she brings 
the resources of spiritual feeling and 
large vitality, so often altogether 
lacking. to kindle the hidden 
beauties of a composer in whose 
music burned the changeful fires 
of an emotion of the mystic type.

Considerabte attention has been phos. to 
the possible changes in Europe, Asia and 
-Africa expected to follow the -* of 
peace treaties. In these changes the 
United States will be only indirectly con- 
cerned. The future ownership of the isl- 
ands in the Pacific—and this matter un- 
less carefully adjusted may sow the seeds 
of future dissension—is of direct impor 
tance to the United States, especially to 

California, Oregon and Washington. 
Germany had formed the nucleus of a 
little Teutonie archipelago in the Pacific 
Ocean, which she lost during the first year 
of the war, some of her islands going to 
Australia and New Zealand and some to 
Japan. These Germany is particularly anx- 
lous to have restored to her after the war, 


‘| and these Australia and New Zealand are 


equally expected to retain permanently. As 
we too have Pacific islands contiguous to 
some of those whose status is at present 
in doubt, we too will have something to 
say as to their final d!rposition. 

Japan controls so far some of the islands 
wrested from Germany and she will prob- 
ably prove to be just as tenacious t her 
captures as Australia or New Zealand. 

What is to be the fate of the Pacific 
islands’? British statesmen are already agi- 
tated over a possible coming clash between 
Australia and Japan in the formulating of 
peace terms, for “white Australia” has ac 
cepted an alliance with the orientals crudg- 
ingly, a little sullenly, and confessedly only 
as a War necessity. 

As to returning her captured Pacific 
islands to Germany as a quid pro quo for 
Teutonic concessions in Europe, Australia 
has declared that she will break her con-

AIAFORNIA’S WAR TAX BURDEN 

One of the most important questions 
which our State will be called upon to solve 
is that of conserving revenue and prevent- 
ing economic waste in the expenditure of 
tax money. In his address before both 
houses of Congress on April 3 President 
Wilson outlined the policy of the Federal 
government in relation to war finances as 
favoring a plan to raise the additional rev- 
enue necessary by taxation in place of war 
loans. Speaking of war finances the Presi- 
dent said: 

It will involve also, of course, the 
granting of adequate credits to the 
government, sustained, I hope, so far as 
they can equitably be sustained, by the 
present generation by well-conceived 
taxation. I say sustained so far as it 
may be equitable by taxation because 
it seems to me that it would be most 
unwise to base the credits which will 
now be necessary entirely on money 
borrowed. It is our duty, I most re 
spectfully urge, to protect our —— 

so far as we may against the very 
— hardships and evils which 
would be likely to arise out of the in- 
— which would be * by vast 


— has already deen asked to 
authorize a preliminary expenditure of 
$4,500,000,000 for the conduct of the war. 
This is in addition to the annual Federal 
budget of $1,500,000,000 and means that the 
American people will be asked to contribute 
$6,000,000,000 to the support ‘of the Federal 
government during the next twelve months. 
Speaking in round numbers, one-thirtieth 
of this, or $200,000,000, must come from Call- 
fornia. Add our, annual expenditure of 
$176,000,000, yearly for State, county and 
municipal government and we have an an- 
nual tax burden of $376,000,000. 

When one stops-to realize that the tctal 
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value of farm products in California last 


year was but $235,000,000 and that our State 
and its subdivisions expend $176,000,000 tax 
money yearly, it becomes immediately ap- 
parent that the burden is greater than the 
labor and industries of the State can bear. 
It has already been suggested in a Con- 
gress committee that $3,000,000,000 of this 
war tax shall be raised by an ad valorem 


tax based on the assessed valuation of real 


and personal property in each State. That 
would mean a tax of $3 on each $100 of 
real and personal property in California. 
The California share would be about $100,- 
000,000 and the assessed valuation of all 
real and personal property is a little less 
than $3,000,000,000. 

An equitable adjustment of the burden 
of war tax would seem to be that one-half 
the expense should be raised in current rev; 
enue and the other half through the sale 
of long term bonds. When we shall have 
brought the present war to a successful con- 
clusion, this generation will have a Slor- 
fous heritage to turn over to the next, and 
it is but fair that those who shall reap the 
benefits should bear a portion of the ex- 
pense. 

But when the. burden 10 adjusted so that 
California shall pay but $100,000,000 a year 
to the Federal government, we shal! still 
be more heavily taxed than the citizens of 
any other State in the Union. During the 
last six years we have permitted those 
whom we elected to public office to expend 
the public money like drunken sailors. The 
records of the Federal Census Bureau show 
that a resident of California pays the high- 


est per capita State tax, the highest per.

NERVOUS MAN IN GOLF. 


— > 


Stolid Temperament Isn't Neces- 
sary for Making of Good 
Golfer. 


BY GRANTLAND RICE. - 


The general impression has gone 
abroad among golfers that a nerv- 
ous temperament is a distinct dis- 
advantage to success, and that the 
stolid type only succeeds. This im- 
pression might weil be characterized 
as moth eaten or well out of focus. 
Por it is certainly wrong. In look- 
ing back over the lists study- 
ing varying types you find that 
a nervous temperament in many 
ways is needed to help one. on to 
the top. 

Possession of a nervous system 
seems to give one the ammunition 
for the extra effort that is frequent- 
ly needed at the supreme moment. 
The stolid player can move along 
evenly, but he can rarely rise to 
the heights. Nervousness is fre- 
quently only another form of sur- 
plus energy seeking to force its way 
out. One of the most nervous golf- 
ers we have ever seen is Norman 
Maxwell. Yet this very nervousness 
is one of the reasons for his fine 
distance on the tee and for the fac- 
ulty de has of making brilliant shots 
at some critical moment. In a re 
cent match he had with Gardner 
White the young Philadelphia star 
was all even coming to a 440-yard 
hole, the fourteenth, at Pinehurst. 
He was apparently quite nervous 
here on the tee, and yet by two 
great shots in succession he holed 
a 3 against a par 5. White had a 
4 and lost the hole. 

The general impremion is that 
Travis and Travers are both unop- 
pressed by any attack of nerves, 
whereas both belong to the bighly 


nervous to hold a putter, where he 
actually dreaded to make the shot, 
and yet many of these occasions 
were exactly where he did his finest 
work, At certain other times, where 
he felt more or less sluggish and 
stolid, with no nervousness at all, 
he was unable to play anything but 
mediocre golf. 

Walter J. also carries a well con- 
cealed nervousness. The Old Man 
gives out the appearance of a vast 
stolidness, whereas he is exceed- 
ingly high strung. His appearance 
of stolidity and absolute calm is 
merely terrific concentration, just 
as it Is in the case of Travers. 

Chick Evans belongs to the nerv- 
ous type, and so do Oswald Kirby 
and Bob Gardner, two well known 
stars 


Phil Carter has one peculiar 
nervous turn. He is unable to hit 
the ball off the tee until he has ad- 
dressed it with seven waggles, three 
long and four short. He says 
that he would be absolutely unable 

to make his swing if he tried to hit 
—— completing this habit, all a 
matter of nervous force. Part of 
this is due to self-hypnotism, but 
this aleo is a form of nervousness. 
There have been many cases where 
nervousness has brought disaster, 
but this only results when the nerv- 
ous system breaks away from con- 
trol. A player can be keyed to a 
high nervous tension and still have 
every quiver of it held with an iron 
grip. You never saw a football 
game where most of those on the 
field at the kickoff were not ex- 
tremely nervous as the whistle blew. 
Most of the great players always 
are, for this nervousness is merely 
fuel to be used later on In the shape 
of wncovered energy.

The past winter, and the current 
spring, have been very clearly in- 
dicative of the steadily rising tide 
of mortality due to these subtle m- 
Auences and to their depletion of 
vitality. In no other “cause of 
death” has the fact been so ap- 
parent as in pneumonia, peculiarly 
a middie and old age disease, which 
has attained proportions unusual in 
thé United States. We may look 
in the future for a persistent in- 
crease in pneumonia deaths—prob- 
ably with a noticeable 2 
during the summer ‘months 
with a startling advance in the — 
fall, when tenseness of nerves, over- 
expenditure of vitality and the com- 
mon anxiety of our people shall re- 
inforece the seasonal liability. to A- 
fection by the pneumococci. 

Because the general precautions 
against pneumonia are those which 
best guard against other dangers to 
health, and because just now the 
period intervenes during which our 
physical preparedness may be best 
accomplished, it is worth while to 
review briefly the regimen advisable 
for every individual member of the 
classes who are unlikely to be 
warned through other sources. 

In order to escape pneumonia any- 
one, especially when overmature 

or elderly, who is run down by ex- 
ination strains, anxieties, or con- 
valescing from an illness, should 
avoid exposure to extreme cold, dry 
air as well as to abrupt alternations

The Carpenters’ Union of Los An- 
geles, with the sanction of the 
Building Trades Council, after re- 
peated attempts to control the car- 
Penters of the city, and successive 
failures, has contrived a new scheme 
whereby it hopes to put the union 
noose around the necks of the now 


independent workmen. As usual, 
within the purview of this scheme 
is a plan for a strike. 

The Carpenters’ Union has start- 
ed a vigorous campaign for organi- 
zation. It has obtained from the poll- 
ing lists about 9000 names and ad- 
dresses of nonunion carpenters, as a 
basis for its efforts. The plan de- 
cided upon is to assign a certain 
number of names of these nonunion 
men to each member of the Car- 
penters Union, and compel such 
member to call on every man on his 
list and attempt to have him sign 
a conditional application for mem- 
bership in the union. 

The condition is that an effort win 
be made to establish a scale of $5 
for an eight-hour day, and if the 
names of 2000 nonunion men can 
be obtained under these circum- 
stances, the issue will be forced with 
the builders, and the independent 
carpenters who have signed the 
conditional application will then be 
taken into the union. 

No strike or boycott is contem- 
plated until 2000 conditional mem- 
bers have been obtained, according 
to the present plan, and then a gen- 
eral demand will be made for the 
$5 rate, and a strike will follow 
unless there is immediate acquies-
